This week at our Livability & Tourism Committee meeting, CCA members heard updates about the LA Historama project, the Alpine Recreation 
Center Expansion project and Prop 68. 


• Artist Andre Miripolsky gave an update about LA Historama, a large-scale mural proposed for the new Los Angeles Convention Center 
framed by the LA River and spanning the city's history. This collaboration between Miripolsky, Judson Studios and Standard Vision could be 
the largest stained-glass mural installation in the United States at up to 12,000 square feet. 

• Evan Mather, AHBE Landscape Architects, and Neil Drucker, Department of Public Works, provided a design overview of the Alpine 
Recreation Center Expansion project. Scheduled for completion in Fall 2019, Chinatown will see a full use of the steep hillside at Ord and Yale 
Streets with three gathering spaces and views of LA and the San Gabriel Mountains. The full presentation can be found here . 

• Marissa Christiansen, Friends of LA River, presented the Parks, Environment and Water Bond, or Prop 68, which will be on the California 
ballot on June 5. If passed, it would allow the State to utilize $4 billion in General Obligation bonds for natural resources and open space- 
related projects, averaging $200 million annually over 40 years. The committee recommends that CCA endorse Prop 68. The full 
recommendation will be made by CCA's Executive Board. The full presentation can be found here . 


Administrative Approval for On-Site Alcohol Consumption 

The City is considering adopting an administrative approval process for on-site alcohol consumption (CUBs), and CCA spoke in support of the 
proposal at last week's Ad Hoc Committee on Comprehensive Job Creation. For restaurants that close by 11 pm, operate a full kitchen during 
business hours, and meet various other objective standards and operating agreements, CUBs could be issued approximately two weeks after 









































application at a cost of $3,000, rather than the current six-month, $12,500 process. To read more about the proposed changes and business 
requirements, you can read the Department of City Planning's report here . 


big Art | big Impact 



CCA worked with Piece by Piece and Skid Row Housing Trust to convene a meeting about their new campaign called big Art | big Impact. We 
discussed the importance of a visual landscape and how we need innovative public art to make DTLA a world-class urban center for residents, 
employers and visitors.

Lightstone's Fig + Pico at Economic Development Committee 

Lightstone's Fig + Pico project, which will provide more than 1,100 hotel rooms and 13,000 square feet of commercial space adjacent to Metro's 
Pico Station, was heard at the Economic Development Committee this week. The committee approved the Hotel Development Incentive Agreement 
and approved the sale agreement of a City-owned parcel. It is now pending at PLUM Committee. 


Urban Offerings and REALM Group's Fashion District Residences at 
PLUM 


The Fashion District Residences project, developed in partnership by Urban Offerings and REALM Group, was heard at PLUM this week. Located 
at 7th and Maple Streets, the project will replace a parking lot with a 33-story tower composed of 452 residential units (11% dedicated to very low- 
income households). It was approved by PLUM and is pending at City Council. 


Angel City Brewery at Central Area Planning Commission 

Angel City Brewery is planning to expand seating into their outdoor patio, and this proposal was heard at Central Area Planning Commission this 
week. The plan will add 128 more seats for their establishment with mitigations for noise. The commission approved the project, which is slated to 
be completed by the end of this year.
